The 
results of our inquiries are furnished to the Department of Justice which 
has the responsibility for determining whether prosecution is warranted in 
these matters. We will endeavor to make every effort to carry out our duties 
in the internal security field with the highest degree of thoroughness and 
dispatch. 

Concerning the alleged murder of Meredith Hunter on Decem- 
ber 6, 1969, at a concert in California, this is a matter within the jurisdiction 
of local authorities and mis Bureau cannot investigate it. 

Regarding your other inquiry, the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities is now known as the House Committee on Internal

In January, 197P, a task force was created at the 
direction of the Lnited States Attorney for the Northern 
district of California at San Francisco, for the purpose 
of investigating the Kell's Anrrels Motorcycle Club (HAMC) 
as an association and fact v.ithin the meaning of the 
Racketeer Influenced and Corrupt Organization (RICO) 
statute, Title 18 r Section 19C2, United States Code (CSC). 
The task force consisted of personnel from the Federal 
lureau of Investigation (I HI), Drug r.nforcement 
AcLTiinistrat ion (DEA) and the Eureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms (ATF). On June 13, 1970, an indictment was 
returned by the Federal urand Jury (FGJ) at San Francisco 
charging 32 members and associates of the 11AMC with 
conspiracy to violate the RICO statute. The indictment 
principally dealt with the manufacture and distribution of 
narcotics, namely methamphetamine , and other acts of 
racketeering » to include murder and the investment of 
illicit money in a legitimate business enterprise.

On October 10, 1979, Gary Benjamin Popkin, Vice 
President of the Oakland Chapter of the Hells Angels Motorcycle 
Club (HAMC) and a fugitive since June 13, 1979, was arrested 
by Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) personnel at an 
apartment in Oakland, California, Twelve days later, 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms (ATF) and Drug Enforcement 
Administration (DEA) personnel arrested Sergey Clement 
ITalton and James Ezefciel Drandes, at a private garage and 
storage type facility at Fremont, California. 

Or; November 7, 197P , Blair Y'illiam Guthrie was 
arrested at a motel in Rohnert Park, California, by detectives 
from the Sonoma County, California Sheriff's Department. 



A trial for 18 of the indicted defendants commenced 
beginning with the first week of October, 1979 and is 
expected to continue until sometime after the first of the 
year.

•On July 2, 1980, the trial involving 18 Hells Angels 
and associates ended with a hung jury on all defendants on the 
substantive Racketeer Influenced and Corrupt Organizations 
(RICO) charges with the exception of Manuel Frank Rubio. 
United States District Court Judge Samuel Conti declared a 
mistrial and a new trial will be scheduled for late summer or 
early autumn, 1980. Manuel Frank Rubio was found guilty on 
one count, violation of Title 18, Section 1962(d), United 
States Code (RICO) as it related to the investment of illicit 
funds in a business known as San Rafael Auto Body and Repair 
Shop . 

Additionally, Ronald Harrison Elledge, John Thomas 
Palomar, Alan David Passaro, Donald Duane Smith and Bert Samuel 
Stefanson were found guilty on counts relating to illegal 
possession of firearms. 

Seven of the ten original fugitives in this matter 
have been apprehended. Those fugitives still outstanding 
include Marvin Uilliam Gilbert, Kenneth Alison Maxwell and 
Frederick Clifford McKnight. 
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
